the-heighth of Reſolution, ' as they found in the Sequel, 
for when the Enemies Poltick Barbarity had drove 'the

{pet of Perſons; Age, or Sex, to ſtarve under Derry

Walls ; to return the great Civility with no leſs Policy 


than Bravery, he erefted a Lofty Gallows in ſight of 'em, 
to hang 21 Lords, Knights, and other Commanders, 
which were taken before, as Trophies of a Victory late- 
ly Obtained ; which Stratagem obliged the Foe to let 
the Aﬀrighted People Retreat from Danger. Nor had 
he the Happineſs, only to fave the Town through that 
Miſerable Siege, a Service of ſo high Importance, that 
the King's then Tottering Intereſt in Ireland was kept in 
Aquilibrio by him, till Lieutenant General Kirke ap- 
proaching turn'd the Scales ; But he had the unhappineſs 
likewiſe of feeling, in a great meaſure, the {mart 
of War, as well as reaping the Glory of it, hav-

As well the Prey that was lately got, as 
alſo from the protected People: we cannot altogether excuſe the 
Souldiers, for ſome of them had their hands mn as well as the 
Militia , but only they were under ſome better Command - 
but ſo it was that notwithſtanding the Enemies Guards, and 
our Guards lay within half Muſquet-ſhot one of another, yet 
no ſooner was the Collonels back turn'd, but he found them 
Roguing amongſt the Militia and that which .vext the Militia 
moſt, was that as faſt as the Garriſon of Sljzoe forcd their 
Cattle on our Ground, Collonel Michelbarn forc'd them as faſt 
back, knowing that for no other reaſon they came to Capitvlate, 
but for the inconvenience they were put to, by the great num- 
ber of Cattle that was about the Fort.

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As ſoowas this was done, all things were broke off, the Ma- 
jor returned to the Camp, the Gariſon: began to be very Inſo- 
lent, and ſent word to remove our. Camp, or elſe they would 
beat us out of it, di{daining the -ſmallneſs of our number, they 
having 10 to 1. The Collonel made anſwer, That he would 
remove when he pleas'd ; and that in few days he would come 
and beat them out of the Fort. About one a Clock he ordered 
the Tents to be taken down, and the Baggage to march in the 
Front, and the Foot to March in the Rear of the Baggage, and 
about an Hour after, the Collonel brought up the Rear, having 
with him tour Troops of Horſe, and two.Troops of Dragoons :

Garriſon, and IT expected they would do the 
ſame with me; after ſome diſcourſe, I rid off with Bal/d-rrog, 
and ſhew'd him your Excellenctes Letter, and preſented him 
with one hundred Guineas of the two hunJred your Excellency 
order'd me to pay him, and the other hundred ſhould be at 
his Lordſhips Service in a day or two.

to be in poſſcilion of the Garriſon : I rold him your Letter 
mention'd no more than to joyn me in caſe they were Retra- 
Qory. And (ince there was no occafien , either hs faying he 
would not relieve- them or drawing off his men would be ſut- 
cient ; I putit to him to know it he came there to relicve 
or not, and to know whether he was our Fricnd or Enemyzhe 
told me next morning he would give me full ſatis faftion, in 
every thing. I dclired then there might be a Ceſlation of 
Arms. My Lord Ballderrog went that night to the Camp early 
in the morning I ſent the ſecond Letter to Sir Tejige, whoſe An- 
ſiver 1s incloſed, and finding him fo inlinable, I fenit my Major 
to compound all thoſe little Bulineſſes between us, and to fatiſ- 
fie them fully in money, but when hecame there, unexpected he 
found the Lord Ba/lderreg who ſent away the Major immediately 
to me, to meet his Lordſhip between the two Lines, where we 
again met, and after ſome diſcourſes we again rid off : he told 
me that he was fo far ingagd to K. Willi :z, that he could not 
with Honour break off, but however ſeveral of his Officers ex- 
petted good Terms, and as much advantage as others; I told 
him that the Surrender of the Garriſon to me, would be no hin- 
drance, for that you were eaſier dealt with by fair means than 
foul, and that I muſt acquaint you that he was the only per- 
ſon that did obſtruct the Surrender, and appeared our open 
Enemy, after taſting ſo largly of your favours. He told me he 
could not agree to the Surrender till his Officers were ſatisfied 
as 
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as well as himſelf. I have ſent incloſed an Inſtrament of Zel{der- 
rogs, without which they would have ſurrendred 3 when the 
Major faw his falſeneſs to your Excellency, and ta king money 
and, yet afting as an open Enemy , he gave Sir Teige and Col, 
Scott an account of his ingagement to you, and his receiving 
money from me. They .bleſt themſ{clves and faid he was a 
Knave on both ſides. : The Militia of this Line are every one 
gone of their own accord home, and I have only theſe two 
Troops to aſliſte me, in this forty miles diſtance. I was forced 


"to take them with me to Sligoe, intending to ſend them the 


neareſt way to Athlone, in caſe the Gariiſon of Sligoe had fur- 
rendred in purſueance to your Excellencies Potent. It you would 
be pleaſed to continue them with me, they are of great ſervice 
in Scouting , comning Expreſſes, ec. And if your Excellency 
pleaſe to cauſe a Bill to be returned tor the hundred Guineys, 
I ſupplied Ballderreg :Or, conlidering lince my being here I have 
been at a greater charge, in my Journeys to $/7gve, as. allo for 
Entelligence, which it your Excellency would vouchſafe to 
make it up 15 /. it would do me a great kindneſs.

Pounders, from thc great Fort, but did us no damage; about 1, rhe Col. 
beat a Parley, which continued till towards evening, where it was con- 
cluded, that a Meflenger, from the Enemy, ſhould go, with an Officer of 
ours, to the General, to ger leave to go to Limevicke, to Tyrconnel, for 
Terms to Surrender S/igo ; about 7, we marched back to Collowney, and 
1ncamped on the ſame Ground, we did the night beforc z and' in out 
way, 8 Mcn of a Troop were ordered, under the command of Captain 
Anthony Sho:mberge, to match into the Enemies Country to bring in Pro- 
vitions for his Men, and commanded them to be back that night, or 
the next moraing. 

Sunday, TI he 2d. of 4ugu?, about 3 in the Afternoon, Major Hamil- 
ton joined us, with 199 Fire-locks, from Belturbet; and about this time 
Captain S7omberge returned, with a Prey of about 1900, ſome Cowes, 
Sheep, aid {ome Horſes, on which we mounted the Company of Grana- 
deers) The Colonel ordered the Quartermaſters to deliver a fat Sheep 
berween cach four of their Men, and to be ready to march carly the next 
morning. 

Monday, T he 34. Inſtant, we advanced thelecond time againſt S/igo, 
and the ſame Orders to be oblerved, as was on Saturday ; Licut. Ferga- 
ſon, and 20 Men more were left tro guard the Baggage, and Prey, which 
was order'd to march in the Rear; about 12, we took up our former 
ground, againſt S/igo ; abour 3, Coll. Michelburne divided his Men in- 
to two Divilzons, leaviag the Major, and Sir Francis Hamilton, to com- 
mand the Right Diviſion, on-that ſxde; and when the Tide ſerved, led 
the Left Diviſion, forced the Paflage, over che River, aw Belicged $//- 
go, on the other {1Je ; that night he diſpatched away an Expreſs to Ba!- 
{yſhannon, for Ammunition and Bread. 

Tueſday, The 4th. Inſtant, the Coll. ordered the Souldiers to build 
Barrackes, and Proviſions of Cowes and Shcep, were given rt».the Men; 
as much as they pleaſed to have. 

Wedneſday, The 5th. Inſtant, an Expre's attived at the*Camp, from 
the Lords Juſtices, to Coll. Miche/lurrne, not to make any fur. her attempc 
avainſt $/:go, for that the General, had taken other Meaſures, without his 
Exce!ilencics, or their partcalar Order, which commar ds were ſigni- 
fied to him, from their Lordthips 5 between x1,and 12, the Garriion 
beat a Paricy.

Thurſ/4y morning, bcing the 6th. Inſtanc,' Capt. Forward, and his 
Troop, Capt. Vaughan, and his Troopes, wich others of the Militia, de- 
{ertcd their Poſts ; the former forces his Paſſage at Ba/lyſadeare-Bridge, 
and plunders the Country, and about 6 miles through the Mountains, 
makes to his heme. 

This day, about 3 in the afternoon, being the 6th. of this Inſtant, 
Articles were concluded with theGarrilon, and the Major,and Coll. Scor's 
Brother, diſpatch'd' away, with the ſaid Articles, to be {ign'd by the 
General, 

This evening, Capt. William Stewart was ordercd to divide what Prey 
was lef:, equal, amongſt the Militia, and ftanding Army ; and the ſame 
night, che'Milicia ſeized on the whole, as well what belonged tro the 
ſtatiding Army, as their own, and innrely Deſerted the Camp, Jeaving 
: Coll: Michetburne, and Sir Francis Hamilton ( the River being between ) 
in apparent peril of being cut off by the Garriſon ; the ſaid Coll. and Sir 
Francis Hamilton, had lctt them but 150 Men, cach, and a Troop of 
Dragoons; the Garriſon of S/igo being this time 2 Regiments, Captain 
Vaughan prevailed with his Men to Deſert, promiſing them a Barrel of 
Brer, at Bancranagh, the place of his Reſidence. 

Friday, The 7th. of this Inſtant, the Detachemenr, under the Com- 
mand of Sir Francis Hamilton, and Capt. Anthony Shomberge, were or- 
dercd to croſs the River, and join the Collonel, on a certain Account of 
O Donnelts advance, with a Body of Men, to beat up the Camp. 

Saturday morning, being the 81h. Inſtant, the Forces were ordered to 
decamp, and march back to Ba/lſharnnon ; the Coll. ſtaying behind, ac- 
companied with Sir Francis Hamilton, Capt. Char{2s Hamilton, Capt. Wi/- 
liam Steward, and other Officers of the Militia, with the two Troops of 
Dragoons, of the ſtanding Army, to obſerve the morion of the Enemy; 
tut finding the Garriſon not inclined to Sally our, abou: 9 that morn- 
tug Crew off, and marchet to Ballyſhannon. 

In which, foregoing Journal, 1t is diſcovered, that one Forward, a 
Militia Captain, deſerted his Poſt, and not on1v loft the raking the Town, 
that time, but he had like ro have been the ruine of chole few Forces the 
Coll. had left with him. About the Jatter end of 4guF, he tinds the 
aid Capt. Forward, at Ballyhanron, and gave order for his Confinzmer:t ; 
aud fot an Example, to the reſt of the' M:litia, for his Cowardiſe and 
Miſcemeanours, ( it being the third time he fo nnworthily gave the E- 
r.emy Enccuragement ) {em the [aid Capt. Jokn Forward Priloncr ro Ge: 
neral Ginket, who ordered him to give in Baile, ro an{wer his Mi'dea- 
mou: : Bur, icflead of being called to an account, he informes the Lords 
Tuſtices, by raoy falle All'ezations, and Aﬀfdavits, againſt Coll. Michet- 
burnes ard had rwo Months time to 2Q his Villany, whiltt the Collonel 
was 
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was reducing Sligo. And, amongſt the reſt, one Rebb, a Tobacco-Scl- 
ler, at our Camp, and Confederate with Forward, ſwears to 6000 black 
Cattle, and innumerable Sheep, and Horfes : And as ſoon as the falſe 
AfﬀiJavits were made, before the Lords Jultices, he is ſent away to Lon: 
don, to the King and Council z and that all things ſhould have Succeſs, he 
is ſent to a Counlel as unworthy as themſelves ;z to enlarge on Robb's At- 
fidavir, and on the Jd. of December, the Petition of George Robb was read 
before the King and Council. And in the Prayer of the Petition, deſires 
that it may not be returned back into Ireland, for that it was there alrea- 
Jy, which ſhews, that the Villain had no mind it ſhould be there, for 
that he was ſo well known. And at a Conſpiracy at Londonderry, 'held 
by Forward, and Vaughan ; Vaughan declared they had laid lo deep a 
Foundation for the ruine of him, meaning Coll. Miche/burne, thart ic 
was impollible. for him to eſcape. , But that extraordirary ACtion, in 
taking $/igo, he was fearful would {poil all their meaſures, this was told 
Coll.
